Parade  Service  of  H.  M.  Forces,  Societies  and  Citizens  at  Hcacon  Hill. 

The  Services  of  the  day  will  connnence  in  the  Colonies  of  New  Zealand  aiuf  .Australia, 
where  Services  have  been  arranj^ed,  afterwards  in  South  Africa,  and  so  will  follow  the  sun 
westward.  Upon  the  sun  havinjj  crossed  the  ocean  and  reached  the  continent  of  .America,  the 
brethren  in  St.  Johns,  Newfoundland,  will  re-connnence  the  anthem,  which  will  then  be  takei; 
up  in  succession,  across  the  continent  through  Canada,  as  the  precise  time  reaches  each,  from 
the  .Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  The  Citizens  at  Victoria,  Uriti.sh  Columbia,  will  send  it  across  tlie 
Pacific,  back  to  the  place  of  bejjinninK,  having  kept  coujpany  with  the  hours  and  traversed  the 
world  in  one  unbroken  line  through  the  Colonies  of  the  Empire  of  the  Union  Jack. 

This  continual  anthem  and  prayer  will  be  the  loyal  and  affectionate  tribute  *"  Hritains 
Sons  to  their  gracious  Queen  upon  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  her  accession  to  the  Throne.

Let  Thy  wisdom  be  her  guide,  and  let  Thine  arm  .strengthen  her;  let  justice, 
truth  and  holines.s,  let  peace  and  love,  and  all  those  virtues  that  adorn  tlie  Christian  Profession 
flourish  in  her  days;  direct  all  her  councils  and  endeavors  to  Thy  glory  and  tiie  welfare  of  her 
people;  ai^d  give  us  grace  to  obey  her  cheerfully  and  willingly  for  cnuscience'  sake,  that  neither 
our  sinful  passions,  nor  our  private  interests,  may  disappoint  her  cares  for  the  public  good;  let
